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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  OF  VISITORS. 

Epiphany  Sessions,  1863. 


We  are  again  enabled  to  present  a  satisfactory  Report  of 
the  geneial  condition  of  the  Asylum.  The  building  is  in  good 
oidei,  the  waids  are  clean  and  well  ventilated,  and  the  deaths 
which  have  occurred  during  the  last  year  have  not  been 
caused  by  epidemic  sickness,  but  by  natural  disease  and 
decay. 

Although  the  price  of  provisions  has  been  lately  a  trifle 
lower,  the  cost  of  clothing  has  so  increased  that  we  have  found 
it  necessary  to  continue  the  charge  of  maintenance  for  the 
present  at  8s.  9d.,  but  we  hope  that  during  the  current  year 
we  shall  be  able  to  reduce  it. 

The  purchase  of  the  additional  quantity  of  land,  in  pur¬ 
suance  of  the  order  of  Court,  at  the  last  Midsummer  Quarter 
Sessions,  will  be  of  great  benefit  to  the  institution,  and  be  the 
means  of  supplying  it  with  many  articles  of  consumption 
which  we  have  hitherto  been  obliged  to  purchase.  The 
subject  of  laying  out  the  farm  to  the  best  advantage  is  now 
under  our  consideration.  The  cemetery  having  been  filled  by 
interments  we  found  it  necessary  to  add  to  it  a  part  of  the 
adjoining  land,  and  have  enclosed  it  with  a  new  boundary 
wall  and  constructed  a  new  drain,  at  an  expense  altogether  of 
;  £92,  which  has  been  defrayed  out  of  the  Building  and  Repair 
Fund. 

The  balance  of  the  Building  debt  now  due  is  ^18,000. 

The  number  of  patients  in  the  Asylum  at  the  commence- 
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rnent  of  the  year  1862  was  616,  viz.,  254  males  and  362 
females.  The  admissions  have  been  208,  viz.,  98  males  and 
HO  females, — 99  have  been  discharged,  of  whom  85  were 
recovered,  and  56  have  died.  There  were  in  the  Asylum  at 
the  time  of  our  last  monthly  meeting,  672  patients,  of  whom 
280  are  males  and  392  females. 

This  leads  us  to  the  most  important  part  of  our  Report,  viz., 
the  very  crowded  state  of  the  wards,  which  calls  for  immediate 
attention  and  relief.  The  Asylum  was  originally  constructed 
for  400,  but  as  the  wings,  at  first  intended  as  residences  for  the 
chaplain  and  engineer,  have  been  since  converted  into  wards 
for  patients,  we  think  it  now  capable  of  containing  450.  Two 
detached  buildings  have  since  been  added  for  100  females  and 
40  males,  so  that  the  whole  affords  accommodation  for  590  or 
600  patients.  That  number  is  now  exceeded  by  7 5,  and  the 
consequence  is  that  beds  are  placed  in  the  galleries  intended 
for  recreation,  and  more  are  crowded  into  the  dormitories  than 
is  desirable  for  the  health  and  comfort  of  the  inmates.  The 
case  therefore  is  one  of  pressing  and  urgent  necessity,  for  the 
consequences  would  be  serious  if  at  any  time  an  epidemic 
disorder  were  to  occur  in  the  Asylum  in  its  present  state. 

The  amount  already  expended  on  the  building  has  been  so 
large  that  we  are  unwilling  to  ask  the  County  for  a  further 
grant  until  the  present  debt  is  paid  off.  We  should  much 
regret  to  have  to  declare  the  Asylum  full,  so  that  no'  more 
patients  should  be  received  until  the  number  is  reduced, 
because  it  would  have  the  effect  of  refusing  admission  to  those 
who  might  be  entirely  cured  by  an  early  treatment  of  their 
cases.  We  may  also  decline  to  renew  our  contracts  with  the 
boroughs,  but  we  are  precluded  from  doing  so  until  the  terms 
of  the  existing  contracts  have  expired.  That  for ‘Plymouth 
expires  9  September,  1866,  and  that  for  Exeter,  1  January, 
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1867.  The  contracts  with  the  other  boroughs  are  deter¬ 
minable  at  six  months’  notice.  The  only  remaining  course 
open  to  us  is  to  avail  ourselves  of  the  provisions  of  the 
Lunacy  Regulation  Act  of  last  session,  which  enables  us  to 
remove  a  certain  number  of  chronic  patients  into  the  work- 
houses,  and  as  this  can  only  be  done  on  the  recommendation 
of  the  Superintendent,  and  with  the  sanction  of  both  the 
President  of  the  Poor  Law  Board  and  the  Commissioners  in 
Lunacy,  there  is  sufficient  security  that  no  patients  will  be 
removed  who  are  dangerous  to  themselves  or  others,  and  unless 
there  is  proper  accommodation  for  them  in  the  workhouses, 
and  they  can  be  placed  there  in  separate  wards  and  under 
proper  superintendence. 

In  the  meantime  we  take  the  liberty  of  suggesting  to  the 
Magistrates,  that  it  is  of  the  greatest  importance  that  no 

chronic  cases  should  for  the  present  be  sent  by  them  to  the 
Asylum. 

During  the  last  year  several  changes  have  taken  place  in 
the  officers  of  the  establishment.  Dr.  Bucknill  having  being- 
appointed  one  of  the  Medical  Visitors  of  Chancery  Lunatics, 
resigned  his  office  of  Superintendent  on  the  24th  September. 
We  have  recorded  in  our  minutes  “  our  high  sense  of  his  long- 
services,  for  eighteen  years,  and  of  his  constant  efforts  to 
i  promote  the  welfare  of  the  Asylum  ;  of  the  uniform  assistance 
which,  from  the  first  opening  of  the  Asylum,  we  have  derived 
fiom  his  judgment  and  advice ;  and  of  the  benefits  which  the 
patients  have  always  received  from  his  professional  skill  and 
constant  attention  to  their  welfare.”  This  we  have  much  plea- 
suie  in  thus  publicly  reporting  to  the  Court.  We  have  elected 
Dr.  Geo.  Syrnes  Saunders  to  supply  his  place,  and  from  the 
expei  ience  wre  have  had  of  his  abilities  and  character  during 
the  time  he  held  the  situation  of  Medical  Assistant,  we  have 
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every  reason  to  think  that  he  will  prove  a  valuable  officer. 
We  have  also  elected  Dr.  W.  G.  Coombs,  as  Medical  Assistant, 
and  from  the  high  testimonials  which  we  received  of  his  pro¬ 
fessional  skill  and  general  character,  we  have  every  reason  to 
hope  that  this  appointment  also  will  be  satisfactory.  The 
only  other  change  is  that  of  the  housekeeper,  Miss  Storey, 
who  not  having  performed  her  duties  in  a  satisfactory  man¬ 
ner,  was  discharged,  and  Mrs.  Cunningham  has  been  appointed 
to  succeed  her. 

We  beg  leave  to  remind  the  Court  that  it  is  their  duty  to 
appoint  the  Visitors  at  the  present  Sessions.

SEVENTEENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
MEDICAL  SUPERINTENDENT. 


The  Medical  Superintendent  submits  to  the  Committee  of 
Visitors  the  Seventeenth  Annual  Report. 

During  the  year  1862,  208  patients  were  admitted  into  the 
Asylum,  of  whom  98  were  males,  and  1 1 0  were  females. 

During  the  same  period,  99  patients  were  discharged,  of 
whom  52  were  men,  and  47  were  women  ;  of  these,  85  were 
discharged  recovered. 

The  total  number  under  treatment  during  the  year  has 
been  824,  and  the  average  number  resident  has  been  651. 

The  number  of  patients  recovered  has  been  40’8  per  cent, 
on  the  admissions. 

The  rate  of  mortality  has  been  8'75  per  cent,  on  the  mean 
population,  and  6 ‘8  per  cent,  on  the  total  number  under  treat¬ 
ment  during  the  year.  The  average  age  at  death  was  54^. 

There  are  at  present  15  “  criminal  patients  under  care  and 
treatment ;  it  is  hoped  that  most  of  these  will  be  removed  to 
the  State  Asylum,  in  course  of  erection  at  Broadmoor,  before 
the  close  of  another  year. 

The  following  tabular  statement  exhibits  the  changes  which 
have  occurred  in  the  Asylum  during  the  year.

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The  general  health  of  the  patients  throughout  the  year  has 
been  good,  and  no  epidemic  or  endemic  disease  has  prevailed. 

The  number  of  admissions  during  the  year  has  far  exceeded 
that  of  any  other  since  the  opening  of  the  Asylum.  The 
increase  of  admissions  over  the  previous  year  is  88  ;  there  are 
53  more  patients  in  the  Asylum  than  at  the  date  of  the  last 
Report,  and  00  patients  more  than  there  were  at  the  end  of 
1860.  The  admissions  have  been  remarkable  for  the  large 
proportion  of  chronic  and  incurable  cases,  and  the  paucity  of 
acute  cases  of  a  favorable  kind  which  are  likely  to  leceive 

permanent  relief. 

In  the  tables  of  admissions,  appended  to  the  Report,  it 
will  be  found  that  a  large  number  of  patients  have  been 
admitted  with  that  fatal  form  of  mental  disorder  known  as 
General  Paralysis  ;  it  will  also  be  observed  that  a  considerable 
number  of  patients  were  admitted  at  an  advanced  age  ;  23 
patients  were  between  50  and  60;  26  between  60  and  70  ; 
1 3  between  70  and  80  ;  and  4  were  above  80  years  of  age. 

The  obituary  table  presents  but  little  material  for  comment. 
All  the  deaths  have  occurred  from  natural  causes,  and  are 
principally  referable  to  diseases  of  the  nervous  system  and 
the  pulmonary  organs.  The  rate  of  mortality  has  been  moie 
favorable  than  might  have  been  anticipated,  considering  the 
overcrowded  state  of  the  Asylum,  and  the  ill  health  of  the 


patients  on  admission. 

Your  Superintendent  is  glad  to  find,  that  the  important 
subject  of  the  excessively  crowded  condition  of  the  Asylum, 
is  at  present  under  the  consideration  of  the  Visitors,  and  that 
steps  are  about  to  be  taken  to  afford  the  requisite  accom¬ 
modation  for  the  steadily  increasing  number  of  patients,  who 
are  sent  to  this  Asylum.  In  this  necessity  for  enlargement, 
this  Asylum  does  but  follow  in  the  track  of  similar  institutions 
throughout  the  country,  in  most  of  which,  additional  accom¬ 
modation  has  been  required  from  time  to  time. 

A  table  (Table,  No.  9)  has  been  appended,  shewing  the 
annual  number  of  admissions,  discharges,  and  deaths,  from 
the  opening  of  the  Asylum  to  the  present  time,  and  a  leieience 
to  it  will  show  the  steady  increase  of  the  number  of  patients 
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remaining  in  the  Asylum  at  the  end  of  each  year.  If  the 
time  that  has  elapsed  since  the  opening  of  the  Asylum  be 
divided  into  quinquennial  periods,  it  will  be  seen  that  in 
1851,  there  were  428  patients  in  the  Asylum,  in  1856,  the 
number  had  increased  to  520,  in  1860  to  579,  and  at  the 
present  time  there  are  669  patients  entered  on  the  Asylum 
books.  This  increase  in  the  number  of  patients  accords  with 
the  evidence  of  the  Commissioners  of  Lunacy  as  given  in 
their  Fifteenth  Annual  Report,  where  they  state,  that  during 
the  ten  years  from  the  1st  of  January,  1849,  to  the  1st 
January,  1859,  the  number  of  patients  in  the  County  and 
Borough  Asylums  of  England  and  Wales,  have  advanced  from 
6,494,  to  15,845,  making  an  increase  of  9,351. 

The  great  increase  which  has  taken  place  in  the  number 
of  patients  in  Asylums  is  limited  almost  entirely  to  pauper 
and  criminal  patients. 

The  Commissioners,  after  a  careful  consideration  of  the 
causes  of  the  great  accumulation  of  pauper  patients,  believe 
that  it  is  mainly  attributable, — 

“  1st.  To  the  detection  and  registration  of  cases  formerly 
left  unnoticed. 

“2nd.  To  the  removal  of  a  larger  proportion  of  patients 
from  the  localities  where  they  were  exposed  to  causes  of  death, 
into  Asylums  favoring  the  prolongation  of  life. 

“  3rd.  To  the  effect  of  sanitary  regulations  in  Asylums,  of 
improved  diet,  and  of  various  means  of  sustaining  the  health 
and  prolonging  the  longevity  of  the  entire  body  of  inmates.” 

In  the  same  report  the  Commissioners  remark,  “that  such 
causes  being  still  in  operation,  we  can  only  calculate  on  a 
further  progressive  increase  ;  and  we  accordingly  draw  at¬ 
tention  to  the  subject,  in  the  hope  that  Committees  of  Visitors 
will  see  the  necessity  of  a  timely  accommodation.” 

The  annual  returns  also  shew,  that  the  number  of  insane 
poor  in  workhouses,  or  receiving  out-door  relief,  have  not 
diminished,  but,  on  the  contrary,  have  increased  to  a  consider¬ 
able  extent. 

The  additional  fable  affixed,  (Table,  No.  10),  shewing  the 
number  of  patients  chargeable  to  the  several  unions  in  the 
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County,  with  the  population  of  the  districts  according  to  the 
recent  census,  and  the  ratio  of  patients  in  the  Asylum  to  the 
population,  may  be  interesting.  It  will  be  observed  that  the 
ratio  of  the  insane  sent  to  the  Asylum  varies  considerably  in 
the  different  districts  ;  but  doubtless,  this  disproportion  is  not 
attributable  solely  to  the  fact  of  lunacy  predominating  more  in 
one  district  than  another,  but  rather  to  the  retention,  at  their 
own  homes  and  in  workhouses,  of  individuals  suffering  under 
the  milder  and  more  harmless  forms  of  insanity.  As  the  result  of 
observation,  it  may  be  stated  also,  that  from  some  workhouses 
cases  are  more  frequently  forwarded  than  from  others,  on  the 
slightest  outbreak.  During  the  past  year  a  considerable 
number  of  “  workhouse  cases  ”  have  been  sent  to  the  Asylum  ; 
though  suffering  from  mental  deficiency,  under  the  Asylum 
regime  these  have  been  found  to  be  harmless  and  well- 
conducted. 

A  hot-air  (Turkish)  bath  has  been  recently  constructed  by 
converting  a  drying  closet,  with  an  adjoining  room  little  used, 
into  suitable  chambers  for  the  purpose.  This  was  effected  at 
a  comparatively  small  outlay,  and  the  whole  of  the  labour  was 
done  by  our  own  artizans  with  the  assistance  of  the  patients. 
The  plan  is  similar  to  that  adopted  by  Dr.  Robertson,  of  the 
Sussex  Asylum,  where  a  bath  has  been  erected,  and  its  em¬ 
ployment  has  been  found  a  valuable  remedial  agent  in  the 
treatment  of  insanity.  Since  the  completion  of  our  bath,  it 
has  been  in  constant  use,  and  a  number  of  patients  of  both 
sexes  have  employed  it  regularly.  A  few  cases  of  melan¬ 
cholia,  accompanied  with  the  harsh  dry  skin  so  often  observed 
in  this  form  of  mental  disease,  have  derived  very  decided 
benefit  from  its  use,  but  the  experience  obtained  from  its 
employment  is  too  limited  to  give  any  very  decided  opinion 
at  present  as  to  the  results  which  may  be  expected  from  its 
general  use  in  the  various  phases  of  mental  disorder.  Al¬ 
though  a  valuable  addition  to  other  modes  of  treatment, 
it  is  doubtful  how  far  it  can  supersede  them. 

The  occupations  have  been  the  same  as  in  former  years, 
but  since  the  addition  to  the  farm,  a  larger  number  of  men 
have  been  employed  in  out-door  work,  with  benefit  to  them- 
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selves  and  to  the  institution.  The  amusements  and  sources  of 
recreation  continue  as  usual.  The  establishment  of  a  half¬ 
holiday  on  Saturday  has  been  very  popular  amongst  the 
patients.  During  the  summer  a  number  of  patients  of  both 
sexes  made  excursions  to  Haldon  and  to  the  sea  side  ;  and  the 
results  were  so  gratifying,  that  it  is  hoped  the  Visitors  will 
sanction  similar  excursions  for  the  future. 

In  October  last,  Dr.  Coombs  entered  on  his  duties  as 
Assistant  Medical  Officer,  and  your  Superintendent  has  much 
pleasure  in  acknowledging  the  valuable  assistance  rendered 
him  by  the  constant  attention  and  kindness  shewn,  by  the 
former,  at  all  times  to  the  patients  :  he  cannot  also  omit  men¬ 
tioning  the  cordial  support  afforded  him,  by  the  other  officers 
and  servants. 

Your  Superintendent  cannot  conclude  without  tendering  to 
the  Visitors  his  warmest  thanks  for  their  kind  confidence 
extended  to  him  in  and  since  his  election  to  the  important 
management  of  this  institution.
